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The  present  Volume,  comprising  portraits  of  Men  eminent  m 
Science,  is  submitted  to  the  Public  as  the  first  of  a Series  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  group  together,  with  reference  to  the 
various  departments  in  which  they  have  achieved  renown,  photo- 
graphic likenesses  of  the  leading  men  of  the  day. 

Each  Volume  of  this  series  will  be  quite  distinct  and  in  itself 

complete. 

The  aim  of  the  work  being  to  supply  likenesses  which  shall 
be  both  characteristic,  free  from  some  errors  m taste  but  too 
frequently  manifest  in  photographic  portraiture,  and  trustworthy 
as  records  of  individual  feature  and  expression;  it  has  been 
considered  preferable  to  forego  the  expedients,  by  means  of  which 
it  is  customary  to  mask  imperfections,  rather  than  to  incur  tin- 
risk,  however  slight,  of  impairing  a strict  fidelity  to  nature. 

For  the  requirements  of  the  Historian  or  the  Historical  1 ainter, 
the  value  of  this  condition  has  been  deemed  sufficient  to  warrant 
its  adoption.
